Health, 
the  content  of  the  Report  has  been  drastically  reduced. 

The  outbreak  of  war  in  September  was,  of  course,  the  out- 
standing event,  and  it  did  not  find  this  district  unprepared  for  anything 
the  Germans  night  do.  On  the  other  hand  the  district  was  not  prepared  for 
some  of  the  things  that  the  svacuees  did.  A brief  account  of  the  Medical 
side  of  A.R.P.  and  of  the  evacuation  scheme  will  be  given  later  in  this 
Report. 

.There  has  been  no  change  in  the  hospital  and  Sanatorium 
provision  or  in  the  Laboratory  Facilities.

WATER.  An  extension  of  the  pipe  supply  of  water  was 
made  to  three  outlying  farms  in  the  Gransmoor  Parish, 

This  was  done  after  the  wells  of  one  of  the  farms  were 
found  to  be  grossly  polluted.  An  epidemic  of  Bara  Typhoid 
Fever  in  the  Borough  and  in  the  Rural  District  Was  traced 
to  milk  from  this  farm.  The  Milk  utensils  had  been  washed 
in  the  polluted  well  water.  A report  on  this  epidemic  was 
prepared  and  copies  sent  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Rural 
District  Council  and  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

U cases  in  all  were  traced. 

CAMPING  SITES.  Very  few  holiday  makers  used  the  camping 
ground  this  year,  and  all  canning  on  this  coast  was 
stopped  on  the  outbreak  of  war. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL.  The  War  stopped  the  further  progress 
of  the  Flanbo rough  Sewage  Scheme. 

No  other  alterations  have  taken  place  in  the  Sanitation 
of  the  area.

Ifith  the  help  of  some  temporary  clerical  assistance  and 
try  the  use  of  a oareful  and  elahorate  filing  system  he  has 
been  able  to  keep  his  head  always  above-  the  flood  of  circulars 
and  orders,  and  so  discharge  the  work  both  of  Sanitary  Inspector 
and.A*R»P«  Officer  with  efficiency^-  . . 


EVACUATION. 

The  District  received  9 66  evdcruee-s  both  mothers  and 
children..  The  arrangements  for  their  reception  worked 
smoothly,  and  with  the  help  of  generous  voluntary  help, 
suitable  billets  .were  Pound  and  they  .appeared  comfortably  settled. 
But  not  for  long.  Ly  December  31st.  two  thirds  had  gone  home 
again,  leaving  320  only  in  the  District.  The  Health  of  the 
evacuated  population  remained  good  and  no  difficulties  were 
experienced  from  epidemics’ of  infectious  disease  up  to 
Itecemjaer  31st.  There  were  nine  cases  of  Scabies  treated  in 
the  Sanatorium  - they  were  all  evacuees.  There  ms  one  case 
of  Gonarrho'eal  vaginitis  in  a girl  aged  6.  This  case  was  sent 
to  Hospital  and  no  further  cases  occurred# 

'First  Aid  Classes  were  held  in  the  villages  from  January  to 
■May  .and  examinations  were  held  under  the  auspices  of  St.Johns 
Ambulance  Society,-  a vepy  satisfactory  standard  of  competence 
was, attained.  Every  village  has  brained  First  Aid  Workers. 

There  are  four  large  First  Aid  Points  in  the  District  and  smaller 
points  in  the  smaller  villages.

One  hundred  and  sixty  three  visits  and  inspections  have  "been 
made  and  twenty  two  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  for  Bacteriological 
Examination. 

Eleven  sanples  were  taken  from  Public  Wells  and  Supplies.  Eleven 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  safe  for  drinking  purposes. 

Eleven  sanples  were  taken  from  Frivate  Wells  and  seven  were  found 
to  be  unsafe  for  drinking  purposes,  the  Owners  were  requested  to  close 
the  wells,  and  this  was  complied  with. 

In  1938  "the  Regional  Water  Supply  Scheme  was  completed  and  the 
whole  of  the  District  has  now  a piped  supply  with  the  exception  of 
outlying  Farms. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  forty  nine  Factories  and  Workshops  on  the  Register 
and  fifty  four  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year.

PUBLIC  SCAVENGING  WORK. 


The  work  in  connection  with  the  removal  of  household  refuse 
and  emptying  of  pail  closets  and  privies  is  carried  out  by  contract 
in  the  Parishes  of  HUNMANBY  AMD  FLAMBOROUGH. 

The  adoption  of  similar  schemes  in  the  Parishes  of  Skipsea, 
3enpton,  Folkton,  Muston  and  Ulrome,  where  no  system  of  refuse  removal 
is  in  operation  would  be  of  considerable  benefit. 

Forty  one  complaints  were  recived  during  the  year,  each  case  was 
investigated  and  the  appropriate  action  taken. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


During  the  year  seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  five  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  and  one  cs.se  of  Para  Typhoid  were  notified.  These  were 
visited,  and  arrangements  made  for  the  removal  to  the  Bridlington 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Thirteen  Disinfections  were  carried  out.

The  year  1940  saw  our  Country  become  an  armed  camp.  Troops 
were  widely  distributed  in  the  Rural  Area.  The  sanitation  of  these  Units 
eras  of  course  under  the  direction  of  the  Amy  and  attained  the  excellence 
we  have  learned  to  expect  from  the  R.A.M.C. 


The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  remained  low  apart 
from  a widespread  epidemic  of  measles.  There  were  two  cases  of  Cerebro 
Spinal  Fever,  both  of  which  recovered;  the  infection  probably  originated 
with  the  Troops.  As  fas  as  is  known  there  has  been  no  increase  in  venereal 
disease. 


An  emergency  Laboratory  has  been  set  up  in  the  East  Riding 
to  deal  with  Bacteriological  needs  of  H.M.  Forces. 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  Hospital  and  Sanatorium 
provision  or  in  the  Laboratory  facilities.

Considerable  numbers  of  Soldiers  arrived  alter  che  fall  of  France  and 
were  dispersed  in  the  area.  These  Units  had  their  own  Medical  Services,  and  a 
close  co-operation  was  established  "between  then  and  the  Public  Health  ana  A.R.P. 
Services  of  the  District. 


The  First  Aid  Points  in  the  District  - 26  in  all  - were  improved  by 
voluntary  effort  in  many  cases,  and  A.R.P.  Exercises  were  held  under  the 
direction  of  the  A.R.P.  Officer.
